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The  Story  of  the  Beginning  of  Louisville  Chapter 


The  Louisville  Chapter  of  the  Society  for  the  Preser- 
vation and  Encouragement  of  Barber  Shop  Quartet 
Singing  in  America,  Inc.,  started  casually  on  the 
afternoon  of  July  11th,  1945,  at  the  home  of  F.  W. 
Drybrough  ■who  had  invited  a couple  of  dozen  of  his 
friends  to  listen  in  on  some  "Barber  Shop"  quartet 
harmony  and  talk  over  the  possibility  of  forming  a 
local  Chapter.  Twice  the  number  of  friends  came, 
including  Jerry  Beeler,  president  of  the  Evansville, 
Indiana,  Chapter. 

That  same  afternoon,  the  Louisville  Chapter  of  the 
S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A.  was  born,  with  33  charter  members. 
The  Chapter  has  grown  by  leaps  and  bounds  until 
the  Roster  now  shows  a membership  of  190  fully  paid 
up  members.  The  original  officers  of  the  Louisville 
Chapter  were: — F.  W.  Drybrough,  President;  Rudy 
E.  Fritsch,  1st  Vice-President;  Chas.  Allen  Gage,  2nd 
Vice-President;  Jack  Byrne,  Secretary  and  Editor  of 


"Harmony  Swipes";  John  W.  Kelly,  Treasurer; 
Adolph  Reutlinger,  Director,  and  Jerry  Everbach,  Di- 
rector. Its  charter  was  presented  officially  on  June 
10,  1946,  by  Owen  C.  Cash,  National  Founder  of  the 
Society,  at  on  impressive  ceremony  in  the  Henry 
Clay  Hotel  Ball  Room.

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The  Origin  of  The  Troubadours  Quartet 


In  the  summer  of  1944,  the  Kiwanis  Club  of  Louis- 
ville was  having  its  annual  summer  outing  at  the 
Audubon  Country  Club  and  had  invited  as  guests 
the  "Kentucky  Troubadours,"  a Barber  Shop  Quartet 
which  had  been  singing  for  some  6 or  7 years  for  the 
fun  of  it.  While  they  were  warming  up  in  the  locker 
room,  along  came  one  "Fritz"  Drybrough,  who  was 
very  much  surprised  to  know  that  a "Barber  Shop" 
quartet  was  so  close  to  home.  Fritz  had  taken  in 
quite  a number  of  Quartet  Championship  contests 
and  knew  all  about  the  S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A.  He  told  the 
"Troubadours"  about  the  Society  and  invited  them 


as  his  guests  to  take  in  a "Parade  of  Quartets"  at 
Evansville.  The  "Troubadours,"  thinking  that  they 
might  have  a chance  to  show  their  wares,  brought 
along  their  bar  aprons,  red  sleeve  holders, 
mustaches,  bow  ties  and  other  accessories  that  went 
to  make  up  a Bar  Keeper  of  the  Gay  90's. 

It  so  happened  that  the  "Bell  & Howell"  Quartet, 
who  were  the  Illinois  champs  at  that  time,  failed  to 
show  due  to  sickness,  and  Jerry  Beeler,  the  promoter 
of  the  Evansville  Quartet  Parade,  gave  the  "Ken- 
tucky Troubadours"  their  chance.  Thus  began  an 
illustrious  career.

Warren  C.  Cash,  Indian 
fighter  and  Pioneer,  led  a 
Caravan  of  covered 
wagons  from  Virginia  to 
Kentucky  in  the  year  of 
1800. 

After  making  the  settlers 
safe  from  Indian  attack, 
Warren  headed  West  and 
settled  in  a place  that  is 
now  known  as  Oklahoma. 
Some  92  years  later  the 
hero  of  this  story  was  born 
and  he  immediately  be- 
came interested  in  Barber- 
s h o p Quartet  Singing, 
forming  his  own  Quartet 
later  known  as  "The 
Okies."  This  Quartet 
proved  popular  at  Rodeos, 
Roundups,  Barbeques, 
Clam  Bakes,  Bull  Fights, 
Crap  Games,  Prize  Fights,  Taffy  Pullin's,  Stamp 
Dances,  Weiner  Roasts,  Horse  Shoe  Pitching  Con- 
tests, Funerals,  Wakes  and  W.C.T.U.  and  Ladies'  Aid 
Meetings. 

O.  C.  Cash,  has  been  described  by  O.  C.  Cash  as 
"The  World's  Champion  Barber  Shop  Quartet  Bori-

tone  . He  is  an  attorney  and  tax  commissioner  for 
the  Stanolind  Oil  and  Gas  Company  and  affiliated 
companies,  Tulsa,  Oklolioma. 

Lawrence  Tibbett,  also  a Baritone  of  note,  stopped 
between  trains  in  Tulsa  recently  just  to  hear  Cash 
sing.  His  comments  were:  "Gad,  how  I wish  I could 
hit  them  on  the  nose  like  that  fellow  Cash."  He  re- 
ferred, of  course,  to  Cash's  work  as  a tax  expert 
and  not  as  a singer. 

O.  C.  is  Heart  and  Founder  of  the  SPEBSQSA,  Inc. 
Long  addicted  to  informal  harmonization  with  friends. 
Cash  applied  in  May,  1938,  for  a corporate  Charter 
in  Qklahoma  and  proclaimed:  "In  this  age  of  Dicta- 
tors and  Government  control  of  everything,  about  the 
only  privilege  guaranteed  by  the  Bill  of  Rights,  not 
in  some  way  supervised  or  directed,  is  the  art  of 
Barber  Shop  Quartet  Singing.  Soon  after.  Chapters 
of  the  S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A.,  Inc.,  mushroomed  all  over 
the  country  and  now  number  some  250  chapters. 

Among  the  10,000  members  are  found  the  names 
of  Groucho  Marx,  Jim  Farley,  Bing  Crosby  and  the 
president  of  the  United  States,  Harry  Truman.  Many 
a U.  S.  citizen  finds  it  difficult  to  dissociate  Barber 
Shop  Quartet  Singing  from  a bar  room.  Not  so; 
S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A.,  which  rarely,  if  ever,  mixes  liquor 
with  its  lyrics,  explains  simply:  "A  drunk  can't  sing." 
Equally  proud  is  the  Society  of  the  propriety  of  its 
songs,  not  one  of  which  you  couldn't  sing  in  church.

* A New  Technique 

The  quizzical  interest  of  the  general  public  in  the 
surprising  revival  of  male  quartet  singing  has  been 
nation-wide.  The  institution  responsible  for  "pre- 
serving" and  "encouraging"  this  male  weakness  is 
trademarked  by  a barber  pole  and  the  abridged  al- 
phabet: S.P.E.B.S.O.S.A. 

Perhaps  it  was  the  best  release  the  older  genera- 
tion could  devise  in  its  emergency  and  unnatural 
return  to  leadership  in  social  spheres  vacated  by  the 
marching  armies  of  youth.  And  perhaps  the  middle- 
aged  welcomed  the  reminiscent  association  of  their 
own  youth  with  the  "Gay  Nineties"  setting  which  has 
been  caricatured  by  drooping  mustaches  and  bicycle 
handle-bars  to  match,  and  with  sentimental  ballads 
and  hour-glass  chorus  girls. 

But  despite  the  apparent  apologetic  humor  of  the 
vehicle  there  is  nothing  inferior  about  the  so-called 
"Barber  Shop  Chord"  as  a kind  of  musical  harmony. 
The  truth  is  that  when  some  smooth-blending,  chord- 
bending  quartet  rigs  un  a few  fast  "changes"  and 
minor  "slides"  the  harmony  gets  as  complex  and 
difficult  and  probably  more  exacting  than  any  other 
kind  of  four-part  vocal  music. 

The  harmony  arrangements  of  much  of  our  sheet 
music  follow  more  or  less  conventional  patterns. 
Such  arrangements  more  nearly  express  a sort  of 
musical  science  than  a fine  art  and  as  a consequence 
they  tend  to  become  monotonous  and  thus  rob  many 
melodies  of  their  accompaniment  possibilities.  These 
commonplace  arrangements  however  meet  the 
necessary  general  demand  because  when  set  down 
on  the  printed  page  they  can  be  read  easily  by  any 
ordinary  musician  and  con  be  sung  with  some  mus- 
ical accuracy  even  if  the  singer's  musical  "ear"  is 
none  too  sensitive.  On  the  other  hand  good  "close 
harmony"  quartets  rebel  against  the  straight  jacket 
of  any  conventional  school.  They  ignore  and  scorn 
anything  stereotyped  or  formal  and  toss  chords 
around  with  all  the  insolent  abandon  of  clown  jug- 
glers in  a circus.  There  isn't  any  musical  science 
about  "Barber  Shop:"  ft  is  just  pure  tone  adjustment 
by  acute  ear-sense  the  physics  of  which  is  lost  in 
vibration  harmonics,  overtones  and  timbres  that  defy 
ordinary  analysis.  Undoubtedly  it  is  this  departure 
from  the  commonplace  which  has  accounted  for  the 


surprised  attention  and  enthusiastic  reception  of  such 
large  patronage. 

* Good  Ear  Necessary 

Close  harmony  chords,  "minor  slides  and  changes" 
can,  of  course,  be  written  down  or  indicated  on  the 
music  staff,  but  heaven  help  the  singer  (to  say  nothing 
of  thq  listener)  if  he  attempts  to  convert  them  into  har- 
monious musical  effects  except  as  guided  by  a "good- 
ear"-  in  fact  by  a very  acute  and  exceptionally  tone 
sensitive  ear. 

Some  years  back,  when  the  old  Lyceum  or  Lecture 
Course  was  enjoying  its  cultural  heyday,  a popular 
demonstration  was  held  in  one  of  the  large  Chicago 
studios  to  test  the  blending  qualities  of  a tonsiderablo 
number  of  choral  singers  and  professional  musicians. 
A by-product  of  the  lest  revealed  that  just  as  some 
people  cannot  "carry  a tune"  some  can  not  follow 
rapid  chord  changes  or  distinguish  their  tone  ele- 
ments. It  was  also  observed  that  some  of  the  out-and- 
out  professionals,  while  proficient  in  musical  loch- 
niques  of  one  kind  or  another,  were  not  necessarily 
adept  at  blending  "close  harmony"  chords  as  "Bar- 
bershoppers"  distinguish  them  from  the  conventional 
arrangements.  So  if  one  asks  why  standard  arrange- 
ments are  so  humdrum  as  compared  with  those  of  the 
current  male  quartet  phobia  bear  in  mind,  that  com- 
mercial sheet-music  arrangements  must  fill  the  staple 
commercial  needs  where  musical  ambition  or  me- 
chanical skill  may  be  called  upon  to  tool  the  looter, 
warble  Ihe  cadenza  or  waft  the  baton  as  often,  per- 
haps, as  exceptional  talent  and  aptitude. 

Another  question  often  presented  to  Ihe  Barbershop- 
pars  is  "What  makes  a good  close  harmony  song?" 
Weill  in  the  first  place  those  who  enjoy  singing  in 
quartets,  as  well  as  those  who  like  to  listen,  find  more 
enjoyment  in  harmonious  chords  than  they  do  in  ihe 
words,  melodies  or  rhythms  of  songs  and,  therefore, 
they  emphasize  the  harmony  elements- -perhaps  at 
the  expense  of  words,  melody  and  rhythm.  Then  an- 
other controlling  factor  has  to  do  with  Ihe  formation 
of  vocal  sounds.  You  can't  play  S's  and  R's  on  your 
vocal  chords  any  belter  than  you  can  on  a violin  or 
piano.  So  generally  speaking  a good  harmony  song 
is  one  where,  by  accident  or  design,  good  solid  vowel 
sounds  or  other  musical  tones  fall  on  Ihe  accented  or 
prolonged  notes  of  Ihe  melody.
